Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Wise  and  Gentlemen, 

I Have  the  honoiin  to  p.resent  my  39thL  Anntnal  Report  on  the 
Puhlic  Health  Services o It  is  again  restricted,  for  reasons  of 
economy,  almost  entirely  t©  statistics,  with  comparative  figures 
for  1940  Brackets o 

Infectious  diseases  did  not  reach  the  serious  proportions 
recorded  for  19/^0 , The  numher  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Pever  was  little 
ahove  the  average,  althongh  for  Diphtheria  -ilhe  figure  was  high.  This 
is  accounted  for,  in  part.  By  a second  outBreak  at  the  West  Suffolk 
General  Hospitaj.  in  'the  early  part  of  the  year,  where  17  cases 
occurred,  of  which  one  died* 

The  iniiD.u:nisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  was  the 
suBlect  of  a national  appeal  and  following  the  receipt  of  a 
Circular  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  DecemBer  1940,  local 
interest  v/as  stimulated.  Thanks  to  the  valuaBle  assistance  of 

Dr.  Dowitie  of  the  Department  of  Pathology,  CamBridgej'Tt  was  possible  f 
to.  arrange  for  tlie  inoculation  of  Elementary  School  children  in 
large  numoers  at  the  schools*.  Children  under  school  age  and  others 
not  attendiUig  an  elementary  school  were  dealt  with ^ at  the  School 
Clinic*  At  ■•the  end  of  SeptemBer,  it  was  estimated  that  something 

3.ike  J&fc  of  children  of  school  age  and  30^  of  the  under  fives  had 
Been  imimmisedo  At  the  time  of  \7ritingj  a national  campaign 

supported  By  local  puBlicity  is  in  progress,  aiming  particularly  to 
secure  the  immurdsation  of  children  under  5 years  of  age.  That 
this  is  meeting  with  success  is  evidenced  By  the  increasing  numhers 
coming  to  the  Clinics  for  the  necessary  inoculations. 

In  conclusion,  I would  again  thank  the  staff  of  the  PuBlic 
Health  Department  for  all  the  help  they  have  given  me.
